Potatoes Again Adyance and 
Now Firmly Established 


Potato prices continue to soar 
from day to day in the local 
wholesale markets, and as one 
dealer said yesterday, the time 
is fast approaching when the 
public will buy potatoes not 
by the pound, but in capsules. 
Wholesale prices yesterday 
jumped to $8.25. per hundred, 
an advance of 5 cents during 
the past two days. During 
the month the increase has 
amounted to almost $1.59 per 
hundred in the wholesale 
markets. Retail prices have 
moved up, but not so sharply, 
average prices yesterday being 
around 10 cents per pound for 


with 7 cents per pound early 
in the month. 

While the boycott instituted 
during the early part of March 
has not been successful in 
keeping prices down, the pres- 
ent high wholesale prices are 
automatically reducing the 
consumption of potatoes by the 
public. Local dealers report 
a very dull demand, and light 
buying at the present time. 
New potatoes are appearing in 
the local markets in increasing 
quantities, but prices are high, 
and no material relief can be 
expected from this source for 
at least a month.
